Suspect descriptions:

o #1 Quspect: Black male, 20-30, §'9”- & tall, 180-200 1bs. He wore a black
hooded sweatshirt, black gloves, black pants, white shoes. This suspect was
arroed with a shotgun.

o #2 Suspect: Black male, 20-30, 5$9"- &’ tall, 150-200 Jbs. He wore a black
hooded sweatshirt, dark gloves, black pants, and black shoes.

s #3 Suspect: Hispanic female (or possibly Filipino or Black), 20-30, §°2- 5’6"
tall, 120-130 Ibs. She wore a grey hooded jacket or sweatshirt, black gloves,
black pants, black shoes.

e #4 Suspect: Black male, 20-30, 6°- 6’3" tall, 190-220 1bs. He wore a black
booded sweatshirt, dark gloves, blue jean pants, black shoes.
